While Orlando acted as sole spokes- 
man gt Paris, confining himself to the 
agreement mapped out in..the compact 
of London, he was at the sanie ‘time,

This demand, however, made little 
impression, beca se everybody at the 
conference was fully aware that the 
Italian Minister of Foreign Affairs was 
really unfavorable to the project. 

Without his approval direct négotia- 
tions were next opened up.with the 
Jugoslav representatives, with the result 
that on April 11 an agreement was 
reached securing to Italy four-fifths of 
the Austrian tonnage, while the Jugo- 
slavs contented themselves with a single 
ship. Promising headway was further 
made relating to the Fiume settlement 
when a peremptory order from Orlando 
ruptured the negotiations of April 23. 

* When the Italian delegates had made 
their startling exocus from the confer- 
ence a pooling of the Austrian shipping 
was decided on by the higher economic 
council. Nevertheless the Italians on 
their return resumed their conversations

The .final revised drat of the treaty 
has hot been made. public. The draft 
made public by Senator Borah early this 
month :-prov. 

“From the coming into force of the 
present’ treaty the state of war will 
terminate. From that moment, .and 
kubject to the provisions bt this treaty, 
official Meare with rmany and 
with ‘any of the’ German ‘States will be 
resumed by ws allied and associated 
powers.’’ 

The ‘final article of the treaty ex- 
plains when the treaty shall come. into 
force. It -provides, first, that ‘‘ the 
present treaty shall be-ratified.’’ . This 
means that. each Government must 
ratify, hence if there shoula be an ex- 
tended fight in the Senate against rati- 
fication running, say, over -several 
months, or into the Fall, 
ratification’ would be delayed just that 
long the treaty not come into.full 
force as far as the United States was 
concerned. 


Deposit of Ratifications. 


“ The deposit of ratifications,’’ read 
the text of the treaty as submitted by 
Senator Borah, “‘ shall -be made at Paris 
as soon as possible."’ 

How soen these ratifications are de- 
posited on behalf of the United States 
will depend upon’the promptness with 
which the. Senate acts. England, France, 
Italy,.and Japan are in position to ratify 
ee treaty much more speedily’ than the 

nited States.. There wili be -consider- 
‘able delay here unless the campaign of 
Opposition in the ‘Senate collapses and 
prompt, ratification is. given. 

‘Powers of which the seat of gov- 
‘ernment is outside Europe,’’ the text of 
the treaty read, ‘* will be entitled merel 
to oe the Government of the Preach 
Republi oo their diplomatic. rep- 
ere at Paris that their ratifica- 
tion . has n given; in that case they 
must transniit the instrument of rati- 
fication as soon as possible. 

No such | notification can be given 
through thé American Ambassedor ‘at 
Paris until after the State Department 
has been officially informed that the 
Senate has-consented to ratification. 

The -treaty provides-.that .‘‘a -first 
proces-verbal of the deposit of ratifica- 
tions will be drawn up as soon as the 
treaty has been ratified by Germany 
on the one hand and by three of the 
principal allied and associated powers 
on the other hand.'

TASK FOR THE PRESIDENT 


Department of Justice Must Inter- 
pret Phrases in. Various Acts 
¥ of Congress.

WASHINGTON, June 23.—When Pres- 
ident Wilson returns to: Washington he 
will find it necessary to give careful 
consideration to the effect of the closing 
of the war upon various Government ac- 
tivities set up for the period of the war, 
or whose termination is in some way re- 
lated to the “‘end of the war,’’ the 
** period of the existing emergency,’ the 
** proclamation of -peace,’’ or the ‘‘ dec- 
laration of peace."’ 

The phrases used in the various war 
measures are not uniform, and it will be 
necessary for the Administration to call 
upon the Department of Justice for an 
official legal interpretation of the mean- 
ing of such phrases as ‘during the 
present war,’ ‘‘ for and during the pe- 
riod of the present emergency,"’ ‘* shall 
cease to be in effect when the national 
emergency resulting from the existing 
state of war shall have passed,’’ ‘ six 
months after the present war,’’ and 
‘** until the war shall have beeen brought 
to a successful conclusion.” 

The Sixty-fifth Congress; in the act 
making appropriations to supply de- 
ficiencies for the fiscal year 1917, pro- 
vided that the President by public proc- 
lamation’ should declare when the war 
had terminated. The fourth section of 
this act carried this provision, ~which 
has a most important bearing on the 
service of drafted men in the army: 

** That the service of all persons se- 
lected by. draft and all enlistments un- 
der the provisions of the act for the 
temporary increase of the army, shall 
be for the period of ‘the war, unless 
sdoner terminated by discharge or other- 
wise. Whenever said war shall cease 
by the conclusion of peace between the 

nited States and its enemies in the 
present war, the President shall so de- 
clare by- a public proclamation to that 
effect, and within four months after the 
date of said proclamation or as soon 
thereafter as it may be practicable to 
transport the forces then serving with- 
out the United States to their home 
Station, the provisions of said act in 
so far as they authorize compulsory 
service by selected draft or othérwise, 
shall cease to be of force and effect." 

Following’ is a complete statement of 
the termination of various war agencies 
which were set up in the different de- 
partments: 

STATE DEPARTMENT. 

Alien Passport Control Section of Passport 
Bureau—Terminates with close of the war. 

Alien Military Séction of Office of the So- 
lcitor—Terminates with the close of the war. 

Special Information Service of Office of 
the Counsellor—This has been conducting se- 
cret investigations for the State Depart- 
ment and may continue for some time after 
the close of the war. 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 

Bureau of War Risk Insurance (insurance 
of vessels against loss or damage by the 
risks of war)—Service ceases with terraina- 
tion of the war. 

Bureau of War Risk Insurance (awards as 
to allotments of pay of enlisted men to de- 
pendants)—Service ceaseS oné month after 
the war. 

Bureau of War Risk Insurance (awar‘is of 
compensation for death or disability of per- 
sons in military and naval service, and sale 
of insurance to soldiers, sailors, and ma-~- 
rines)—Service permanent. 

Bureau of War Risk Insurance (licensing 
of foreign insurance companies engaged in 
business in United States)—Service ccases 
with termination of war. 

War Finance Corporation (finances invest- 
Ment banking of country by making loans to 
banks and trust companies for financing 
war activities)—-No powers to be exercised 
longer than six months after termination 
of war, except those incidental to liquida- 
tion of assets and wind up affairs. 

Capital Issues Committee (has_ investi- 
gated and determined whether securities in 
excess of $100,000 shall be issued by private 
concerns)—Act in effect not longer than six 
months after termination of the war. 

War Loan Organization (has stimulated 
sale of bonds and other Government securi- 
ties)—No time of termination specified.

more ‘than 100 prominent sympathizers 
with the Irish cause shaking his hand. 

In the interval bétween his arrival and 
the reception it was learned that he had 
spent Sunday with his half brother, the 
Rev. Father Thomas J: Wheelwright, 
who is attached: to the Redemptorist 
Catholic Mission Church in .Tremont 
Street, Boston. He had gone to Boston 
in an effort to see Cardinal O’Connell, 
but was unsuccessful. 

After the reception, Dr. de Valera 
came into his apartments for an inter- 
view.

Professor de Val- 
era is tall; he must be six feet and 
something, although a scholarly stoop 
detracts from his height. A high -fore- 
head gives the impression that he has 
less than the normal amount of’ black 
hair. He wears glasses, his brown-black 
eyes are deep set, his nose is rather 
prominent, his upper lip is clean shaven, 
and the general expression of his face is 
one of eagerness. Upon arrival yester- 
day he was attired in a salt-and-pepper 
tweedish mixture, wore a collar almost 
of collegian highness and a big blue tie 
tied in a big knot. 

Having finished with his friends, he 
turned sharply to face the half-a-hun- 
dred Newspapermen and said he was 
glad to see them. .

By word. of mouth or writing advocates, 
advises, or teaches the duty, necessity, 
or propriety of overthrowing or overturn- 
ing organized government by force or 
violence,. or. by assassination of the exec- 
utivé head or of any of the executive of- 
ficials of Government, or, by any unlawful 
means; or 

Prints, publishes, edits, issues, or know- 
ingly circulates» selis, Gisirzputes, or pub- 
licly displays any book, paper, document, 
or written or printed matter in any form 
containing. or: advocating, advising, or 
teaching the doctrine. that: organized gov- 
ernment should be overthrown by force, 
violence, or any unlawful means; or 

Openly, willfully, and déliberately. justi- 
fies by word of: mouth or writing the as- 
sassination or unlawful killing or assault- 
ing of any execufive or 6ther officer of 
the United, States or of any State of any 
civilized nation having an organized Gov- 
ernment because of his officfal character, 
or a other crime, with intent to teach,

Organizes or hedps’ to organize or be-

we are. assuming. I am in favor of 
that... But let us not’ wrap, up such 
' purpose in a vague universal obliga-~ 
tion, under the impression. that it 
really does not mean anything likely 
to happen. 

It. is strange that Senator Boran 
and Senator JomNsoN have not al- 
ready raised the ery of alarm over 
this proposed agreement, so clearly in 
derogation of our sovereignty, of our 
Constitution, and of the rights of Con- 
gress. Mr. Roor would have us pledge 
the support of our army, of our navy, 
and of our resources to France ‘“* if 
attacked."” How can, we do that? 
Congress alone can declare war, yet 
by this agreement we should strip 
Congress of that sole and undivided 
authority. We should enter into a 
general agreement to make war and 
‘Congress: could «fail: to declare . war 
only by violating that covenant. 

Supposing France becomes a Soviet 
republic, in the manner of Russia. It 
is a menace to the peace of Europe, 
and for their protection . Great 
Britain, Italy, Spain, and Belgium 
declare war and send their forces 
across the French frontier. Thus 
France would be attacked, and under 
Mr. Root’s agreement we should be 
bound to go to her support. His mis- 
givings concerning Article X. carry 
him to the extreme of doubt whether 
the people of the United States would 
be willing.‘ ten years or twenty 
** years hence to send their young 
‘“men to distant parts of the world 
‘*to fight for causes in which they
